The  vital  statistics  for  1963  as  shown  in  the  special  table 
•  show  a  number  of  marginal  changes  some  favourabl  e  and  seme 
unfavourable*  None  of  the  changes  are  marked  enough  to  be  the 
subject  of  concern  or  satisfaction* 

There  are,  however,  in  other  parts  of  the  report  points 
which  are  matters  of  concern*  Hie  number  of  cases  of  lung 
cancer  rose  sharply  to  32o  ibis  is  the  highest  figure  yet 
recorded  and  more  than  double  the  figire  for  1955* 

Tuberculosis,  in  spite  of  the  dramatic  reduction  in  the 
mortality  rate  during  the  1  as t-  few  years,  is  still  a  serious 
public  health  problem  and  we  continue  to  get  a  steady  level  of 
primary  notifications*  It  must  be  stressed  that  tuberculosis 
is  a  highly  infectious  disease  particularly  dangerous  to  children* 
The  reservoirs  of  infection  are  frequently  found  in  older  people, 
and  migrant  workers  conrnonly  found  in  a  seaside  resort  such  as 
this  seem  to  be  affected  more  frequently  than  the  average* 

I  drew  attention  to  this  problem  in  my  report  for  1962  and 
I  would  again  emphasise  the  potential  value  of  the  annual  M*M*R. 
surveys,  which  take  place  early  in  October  each  year,  in  the 
prevention  of  tuberculosis*  One  active  case  found  means  half  a 
dozen  cases  prevented.

MiDICAL  B.MHS 

The  Medical  Baths  Establishment  is  centrally  situated  on  the 
East  side  of  the  Crescent,  and  stands  in  some  ^  acres  of  garden® 
These  are  open  to  the  public  and  provide  a  welcome  area  of  quiet¬ 
ness  from  the  crowded  streets  and  beaches  during  the  summer  months ® 
The  site  is  easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  town*  and  the 
enlarged  forecourt  provides  reasonably  adequate  parking  facilities 
for  people  visiting  the  establishment  $  now  that  the  surrounding 
streets  are  generally  car-lined® 

There  are  three  qualified  physiotherapists  on  the  staff  and 
two  hydrotherapy  assistants;  an  additional  part  time  physiothera¬ 
pist  is  employed  during  the  season-.  The  number  of  patients  re¬ 
ferred  by  local  medical  practitioners  and  consultants  has  shown  a 
steady  and  progressive  increase  over  the  last  seven  years®  Clinics 
for  the  administration  of  III  fra  Violet  Ray  to  infants  and  school 
children  referred  by  the  Child  Welfare  and  Education  -  Authorities 

took  place  twice  weekly® 

Facilities  were  provided  for  the  annual  visit  of  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit  in  October,  when  some  2,500  volunteers  were  X- 

Rayed, 


SLTIPER  BATHS 

These  are  situated  in  Friars  Rntry  behind  the  Old  Hospital 
Buildings  >  During  the  last  few  years,  a  considerable  number 
of  older  properties  in  the  area  have  been  demolished,  and  new 
flats  and  houses  erected.  The  general  effect  of  this,  is  to  pro¬

A  total  of  411  samples  were  taken  from  the  distribution  system 
(mostly  from  consumer  taps);  of  these  19  were  found  on  the  initial 
sampling,  to  be  unsatisfactory  but  on  subsequent  resampling  all 
were  proved  to  be  satisfactory*  In  no  case  was  there  any  indica¬ 
tion  that  the  water  supplied  was  anything  but  wholesome.  Samples 
were  also  taken  from  the  raw  water  at  Cayton  Bay  and  Irton.
